No great 
necessity demanded i t ; 110 financial crisis ex­ 
isted ; 110 petition had been sent in asking for 
it; profound peace and prosperity prevailed 
throughout the country, indeed, so universally 
prosperous had our country been before Mr. 
Cleveland became President, and under the 
present tariff laws, tlmt a vcrv eminent Eng­ 
lish statistician shows that over one-third of 
the actual annual increase of the wealth of the 
world, was produced in the Vulted Mates. 
1 submit the great strength of a nation de­ 
pends upon iho variety ¿s well as the amount 
of its productions, and ¡list the encouragement 
given to each industry affords sticugth to the 
whole of them. That w feu yon destroy one in­ 
dustry, you do not aid or increase the others;

America is a nation of producers. Unlike Euro- 
pcuu countries, wc have 110 standing armies !o 
ire taken from the producing classes. Our peo­ 
ple work for themselves, not for the fctate. Our 
nubile land will toon or goue and our fields of 
labor filled, indeed, sooner tliau we may ex­ 
pect, the wisdom ol the statesmen of our coun­ 
try will he called tuto action to give 10 Ameri­ 
can labor heller opportunities for employment 
at home and lo American capita! better chances 
for safe investments. And hence the issues of 
this canvass are of far reaching importance to 
the future of our country. Tne Pemoerncv is 
lor free trade; the Republicans are for protec­ 
tion.

: is a’competinn between themselves, there is not 
! a thoughtful business m an in America who 
I does not know that if tariff duties were not col­ 
] lected on imj»orts our manufacturers would go 
j into bankruptcy, unless they paid only Euro­ 
pean prices fo. labor, and our laboring men 
: would be left without employment unless they 
' accepted such prices. 
But assuming, for the sake of argument, that 
the tariff is a lax upon our own people, it Is a 
tax 
upon 
imported 
luxuries, sugar alone 
excepted, and the Democracy refuses to change 
the tariff on that commodity. The monev re­ 
ceived from tariff duties goes to support the 
Government. The three hundred millions re­ 
quired annually to run this Government m ust 
be collected from some source, either as a direct 
tax upon the people or as an import duty. 
The 
Democracy has used this mouoy and used it m 
their owu way. and used it all. Tim so-called 
surplus to-day is less than twenty millions of 
dollars, showing conclusively that this whole 
scheme of the surplus is a m atter of politics, 
gotten up by Mr. Cleveland to attract attention 
from other a*d more glaring defects oi his 
policy. 
THE PRESIDENT AGAINST THE PEOPLE. 
In the President’s message to Congress lie 
claimed in effect that the nation was in peril. 
1 answer, American labor and Americau indus­ 
tries are in peril. The President’s course, ever 
since his election, and the whole trend of the 
controlling power of the Democratic party, has 
been to im peril the industries of the country. 
Before his iuaugurati >n, in the interest of Wall 
street, he attacked silver money, the recognize 1 
money of the people. In the interest of the 
national banks he, for a long time, refused to 
redeem bonds that were due from the surplus 
in the Treasury, and since then until the com­ 
mencement <-f this canvass he neglected to pur­ 
chase bonds which were not due from the same 
surplus, although the law perm itted this to be 
done. Aud tnus, by his own act, he has caused 
the veiy dangers of which he complains. 
He has vetoed more bills than all his prede­ 
cessors, from Washington down : they were all 
wrong, or he alone is right. He has thus as­ 
sumed the power of legislation and indirect vi­ 
olation of the clear intent ot the Constitution 
und the precedents ot the past in m atters purely 
of discretion ; he has placed his own judgment 
before that of Congress, and thus united the 
executive aud legislative departm ents of the 
Government. He scuds to Congress a treaty 
with England, which is a Ciear surrender of 
American righis in American waters. When 
that treaty is defeated by the Senate, he, for po­ 
litical purposes, and for use of this canvass 
alone, seeks to retaliate on Eugland for doing 
just what the treaty, if it had been adopted, 
would have legalized. He recommends to Con­ 
gress the payment to China of a large sum of 
money lor tne destruction of property and 
the killing by a mob of thirteen Chinamen in 
Wyoming, and yet he vetoes bills for the pay­ 
m ent of pensions to the widows and orphans of 
soldiers who died in defense of their country. 
Ju a word, Mr. Clerelaud stands forth tonhiv ás 
a great enigm a in American statesmanship. 
Shrewd and cunning beyond tliv average of 
men, he is great iunothiug. Full of surprises, 
his principles arc lor a day ; they cannot be 
for all time. 
All thinkin" men adm it there are grave ques­ 
tions involved in this coutest—questions which 
will ail'ect in a marked degree the future of the 
Republic. To repeat, it may be stated as an 
axiom in political economy, that the larger the 
variety of the products of a people, the higher 
the wages of the laborer, and the more secure 
is capital against m arket fluctuations and mo­ 
m entary panics. 
The reason is that hy a vari 
ety of pursuits and a large num ber of'produe* 
tions, there is no danger of over-prodnctiou m 
anyone article, or a rapid rise or decline in 
prices. The question oi supply and d¡ mand D 
regulated by the home m arket, and is more 
carefully studied. Kcauso business is run on 
more »oonomical principles, and the general 
prosperity of the whole country is made more 
certain. 
To increase the num ber of products we must 
give encouragement to all, and destroy none of 
them 
Wherever by rea-on of free trade one 
American product is placed iu competition with 
the same article produced by Eirope&n labor, 
ours is driven out of the m arket aud there is one 
industry less, aud American labor aud capital 
both suffer. 
PROTECTION TO AMERICAN LAROR. 
The protectiou of American labor and Amcri- 
c-iu products against the competition of foreign 
labor and foreign products Is the question. We 
argue that when by reason of free trade you 
stop protecting any article largely produced at 
home, and thus h we to look toa foreign m arket 
for a supply, home competition ceases with 
home production, and the price will necessarily 
be increased. 
We c airn that free trade means Europenu 
prices ior products and European prices for the 
labor that produces them. Aud thus free trade 
will decrease the num ber and varietv of Ameri­ 
can industries, limit the field of labor and en­ 
danger both labor and capital. 


DEMOCRACY OF CALIFORNIA. 
The position of the Democracy of California 
on this subiect is unique. To illustrate : Two 
years ago the Democratic £iatc Convention de 
man dea a higher tariff on wool, on the ground 
that our wool men wera not properly protected. 
The plank in their plattorm expressing their 
principles at that tim e was as follows : 
‘•ihe present tariff on wool, p r e p a r e a 
Republican com m it ion, appointed by a Repub­ 
lican President, is an nnjust discrimination 
against a great industry, sad we denounce the 
same and dem and the reaorati m ol‘ the tariff 
of léGT.’’ 
It may he noted that the tariff*ou wool of 1SG7 
was much higher than the present one. But 
Mr Cleveland sent a message to Consresa last 
December asking that wool be put upon the 
iree list. Aud note the change in the Demo­ 
crats of California. 
They m et in convention at Los Angeles this 
year, and the following resolution reierring to 
the subiect appears in their pintforn; : 
‘ We heartily indorse that progressive meas­ 
ure commensurate with and mode nec\ -snrv 
the growth and needs of our count ry. 1 lie mes­ 
sage of the President urges a reform iu our tariff 
which will lessen the exactions now practiced 
upon our people.” 
The latter plank was intended to indorse Mr. 
Cleveland’s polity of free tra d e ; but if unv good 
Democrat in the audience can tell what it 
m eans he will be wiser than any one of the del­ 
egates in the Los Angeles Uouvemion who 
adopted the resolution. 
In a word, inline» the Democrats of California 
wanted u higher tariff* on wool because thev 
didn’t want the great industry • ‘discriminated 
against.” In 18S* they want free trade, aud are 
willing to “discriminate against” wool. Not that 
the n cessites of the wool industry have changed 
but the Democracy has changed.* Mr. Cleveland 
issued his edict and they tiled iuto line, plat­ 
form or no platform. Mr. Biggs and Mr. Thomp­ 
son!. our two Democratic Congressmen from 
this State, both elected on the high tariff plat­ 
form, voted for the Mills bill aud tree wool. 
Will ihese gentlemen plea e explain to the pc«; 
pie of California^ whom they serv —the pis pic 
that elected them , or Mr. Cleveland? In a 
word, two year* ago the California Demo racy 
were for protection, ana if wc are to believe 
their platfotm , tc-day they are for freo trade. 
T h ci they wanted dear blankets; now they 
want cheap blankets. As an upology f.r their 
ac tion of to-day they say in one breath that we 
are bankrupt on account of the high protective 
tariff which they favored two years ago. 
In 
another they tell us that wc have more money 
in the 1 reusury than we know what to . o with— 
that our income must be limited as our surplus 
is increasing. 


NATIONAL DEMOCRACY AS REFORMERS. 
As a historical fad, the National Democracy 
has but one great principle worthy of the name, 
and that Ls free trade. All others are mere jk>- 
litical expedients used to gather up votes, fo r 
instance, four years ago you recollect the Na­ 
tional Democratic Convention demanded civil 
service reform; now they do not want it. for 
Mr. Cleveland has removed more people from 
office than an; one of his predecessors. Yet he 
is a reformer. Four years ago Mr. Cleveland 
thought a second term dangerous to the perpe­ 
tuity of the Republic; this year he is willing to 
risk its perpetuity by him self being a candidate 
for a second term. Then lie wanted to turn the 
rascals out: now he is willing to keep the ras­ 
cals in. Nothing suits our Democratic friends 
better than offices, und they take to tlum as 
ducks do to water. 
Four years a o Mr. Cleveland declared that a 
public office was a public trust, and that no 
public officer should participate in partisan pol- 
djc?. To-day, if we aie to believe uncontra­ 
dicted rejorts, both lie und his Cabinet officers 
have contributed 610.000 each to the National 
Democratic funds. This is the first indance in 
American history when that great office has 
been so degraded, 
lie has thus become the 
first and most illustrious political boodlei of his 
time, and this, too. in vitiation of the spirit, if 
not ot the letter, of the civil service law. 
Ih e metamorphis of the Democracy since Mr. 
Cleveland issued his famous wool message is 
indeed remarkable. 
Thev iuimediatclv com­ 
menced to figure. It was their stock in trade. 
They proved to themselves how much we were 
losing by a duty of 40cents ad valorem on wool. 
And we were «11 told how badly off* we were; 
how much taxes «\e were paving; how the 
laboring classes w ere suffering here: how well 
People get on w ho live in free trade countries: 
that An«*ri' an wool was* not near as cheap aud 
not as good as Australian wool. And by im ­ 
plication. said that American mutton was un­ 
healthy. 
They seem t«* forget that for the last eight 
years the Democracy had control of the House 
ot Representativer, iu which all tariff laws origi­ 
nate. 
And during all that lime, uutil Mr. 
Cleveland was elected, they never once ih>" uglit 
of the marvelous advantages which would 
accrue to our country by reason oi a chance in 
our tariff* laws. 
TARIFF ON WOOL. 
They forget that the claim that tariff ou wool 
m akes expensive clothing is practically false; 
that it is the labor oil the snlt of clothes that in­ 
creases its price in America, and not the wool 
t hat en te» into its construction. That there is 
not one suit o f clothes m a thousand that the 
wool of wbk-h it is composed will weigh more 
than three pounds, and that the-tariff at 40 iK?r 
cent, ad valorem would not exceed no o uts for 
the whole suit. I venture the assertion there is 
not a dozen suits of clothes iu this audience to­ 
night that is not made from American wool. 
The clothes I wear arc, and they aie ccrtainlv 
good enough lor any citizen whatever his call­ 
ing. They forget.also, that Mr. Cleveland vir­ 
tually adm it«iu his wool message that free trade 
w ill destroy that industry iu the United States, 
but lie claims that other people will be benefited 
aud other pursuits will be advanced by the de­ 
struction of this one, without telling us what 
peoole u iil be so bene find or w hat industry 
m ade more prosperous. 
In the Coiled stales tim e are about 100,<*«,- 
COu sheep: and tr.e wool d ip of the year lKsó ex 
seeded &20,000/U0of pounds: all this woo’, is 
ij«ed in A m enean factories; the American jieo- 
pic* ¿except the dudes wear American dothes; 
they eat American m utton; and one-*evemb of 
c.D lire fresh m eat eaten by the American peo­ 
ple i* nXfttion. Aud wiille it may be potdbie 
buy wool in foreign m arkets to supply 
•: •*> 


of people, yet it is impossible to buy mutton 
there to (cv d that many. 
Over $150,000,000 is 
in vested in wool raising alone, and this does uot 
im lude m anufacturing. Free wool does uot 
mean cheap wool, because, as I have stated, the 
moment America ceases to compete in the wool 
trade in her own m arket, the prices of the for­ 
eign wool will be advanced. This is the ex­ 
perience of the past, and history repeats itself. 
Mr. Cleveland seems to forget, also, that di­ 
rectly or indirectly there are 100,000 of the 
American people engaged in the wool and 
woolen industries, and when they leave these 
pursuits, they must do something else, und they 
will thus crowd out some other culling and ren­ 
der it le*s rem unerative to all oi them. 
NECESSITY OF REGULAR EMPLOYMENT OF LABOR. 
Of necessity, an undue increase iu tne num ­ 
ber ot men engaged iu any oce pursuit w ill re- 
sirt in an over supply of labor and an under 
supply of employment. 
The competition i* 
stronger between the men who labor for their 
bread than the products ot labor. For after all 
money will take care of itself. 
A nungry man 
aud a destitute family cannot get bread except 
by work, and it is a part of wise statesmanship 
to so legislate as to place within the reach of all 
mcu an cvfca chance to earn an nonest liveli­ 
hood. It increases the num ber of happy homes, 
it decreases The num ber of crim inals and 
paupers, aud it elevates the moral tone of the 
people 
Nothing is so demoralizing to the 
murals of a community as a large num ber o f. 
unemployed people. 
FRUIT INDUSTRY. 
Again, referring to o n r own State and to tlie ; 
great interest we have in protection, the fruit- . 
raiser will tell you, and he will tell you the 
truth, loo. that since California commenced to 
make rabias and raise prunes, by reason of 
our American competition, the price of the for j 
eign article has been lowered iu American nmi- , 
ket*. 
He will tell you tiial the foreign prodhuDets. l 
before California competed with them, received , 
too much for their goods, aud that the Califor- j 
nia producer lias since received tco little. He 
will tell you that labor in California is $1 a day 
and board, but that iu France und Spain (our 
competitors in American markets), laoor is but 
from 20 to 40 cents a day. He will tell you that 
transportation to the Eastern States from France 
and Spain is less by one-half what it is from 
California to the same m arket. He will say : *1 
started this infant industry in America; I culti- . 
vate Americau soil; I employ Americau labor, 
and why should not my industry be protected 
as against foreign chcup labor and foreign cheap 
products? In time oi war 1 have defended 
American honor, and in time of peace I have 
attempted to m aintain the supremacy of Ameri­ 
can industries; I have paid my taxesin America 
to m aintain Republican institutions; I am one 
of the sixty millions of American sovereigns: 
this is my country; in all the past, when it has 
been in danger T have defended and protected 
it; now that my pursuit in life is endangered, 
why should not my own Government p otect ! 
m e ? ' 


tional advantages of the people are more uni­ 
versally enjoyed: the opportunities to gain a 
competence is within the reach of every man. 
The American worker of to-d^r will be the 
capitalist or statesman of to-morrow; this is uot 
so iu any free trade country. 
WHEN WE HAVE FRIE T8.YDE. 
How will we be able to pay for the cheap 
foreign goods we hear so much about ? What 
will we exchange for the wool, fruit or lumber, 
or borax, or iron, or steel that we arc lo pur­ 
chase so cheaply in Europe? The Northern 
States of this Union cannot send them sugar or 
cotton or rice, because we produce none of these; 
nor can wc send them tobacco because little or 
none is raised iu the great Northern, Central or 
Western States of the Union, (¿rain is produced 
more cheaply in India. Nothing would be left 
for us to do but pay in money. 
How long would our money last if we im­ 
ported all that can be more cheaply made in 
Europe? ltuin would soon stare us m the face. 
For there is no proposition better settled than 
that a country cannot long survive whose chiel 
export is money, or to be exact, whose import*" 
exceed their exports. 
When we have to go to Australia to get our 
wool, to England to get our iron aud steel and 
our cotton and woolen goods: to Spain lor our 
raisins, to Asia aud South America for our nuts, 
to Brit sh Columbia for our lumber, vou will 
find America will occupy the same refation to 
Europe that Ireland now does to England. We 
w ill form a splendid (ail to their kite. 


What answer does the Democracy m ake to 
this?

'i he m istake the free-traders make in discus 
(ring the airiff question is, that every one of 
them want to buy in cheat) labor markets what 
thev must purchase, and svll in protective 
markets where there is no competition. To 
illustrate, and irom a case in point, a Demo­ 
cratic Fresno misin-yrower recently staled ne 
v as .satisfied with the Democratic u r iff on 
raisins, and tor the reason that lumber Rom 
w hich he made his raisin Iroxcs was placed on 
the iree list, and that other articles used by him 
were treated in the same way. 
Mark the result: 
That raisiu-grower pays more than double for 
his labor than do the men engaged iu the same 
business in Malaga. The lumber man pava 
proportionately for his labor. 
Now il raisins 
were on the free list instead of bearing u tariff’of 
one and a half cents per pouud, no raisins 
could be successfully and profitably raised in ; 
this State: and suppose the lumber man quits 
his business, and quit ho must unless he finds a 
market for his lum ber (and this Democratic 
raisiu-grower w ill not buy of him), he must do 
something; so he leaves the lumber business ‘ 
w hich does not pay and goes into the raisin 
business, also. Then comes the paper man and 
the lithographer and the nail manufacturer, all 
o f whom funiisli material for ihe raisiu-grower.

Am 'ricau citizen and don’t live in England 
and can’t work tor English wages, so I w ill buy 
Malaga raisins, for I must keep even some way**’ 
and thus the raisiu-grower must either quit the 
business or decrease his expenses. 
1 he first step taken in all cases o f this kind i* 
to 
the w agps o f the men who work. The 
laborer is the first sufferer; and so th cw agp su f 
the laborer aro lowered to Kiiroj.nr.. j.rii.os 
Now lliis is a fair Illustration, because tbc 
sam ernle fils every case and illnstrates every 
industry, lint if we add to this illustration ibe 
III It her fact that the m om ent the American lum- 
bcim au and the nail manufacturer and the j>a- 
per maker and the lithographer and the tailor 
are driven out of their business at h ¡me bv rea­ 
son o f forei.-u oomiK-tition, the prices (if the 
European products imported into America w ili 
be im m ediately increased, because America, is 
no longer iu tlie market nud ceases to bo a com 
heritor. 
ENGLAND POR IP.EE TRADE. 
For over a century there lias Ikcu tw o lines of 
policy followed by the tw o great English speak- 
lug people. 
England has been for free trade: 
America for protection. England is an insular 
people with no large producing enpaeitv, except 
for m anu iictnring. Abu t ca is a continental 
nation lying between the I wo great oceans, and 
covering an area greater than all of Europe.

During the whole period of our national ex ­ 
istence, England has endeavored to gain com- i 
mercial supremacy over our country. She has 
succeeded iu driving our commerce from the ! 
seas. To our eternal shame, and to the sham e 
of the present Democratic adm inistration. Eu- 
gland transports to day more than live rimes as 
much o f our own American j.roduets to foreign 
markets as wc do. che now seeks through the 
influence of the Democratic adm inistration to 
open upon equal terras American markets for 
England's products.

lected from that single article. Sugar is a n e­ 
cessity to the poor a t to the rich. Sugar is pro­ 
duced in the South and consumed largely in the 
North. 
Inaeed, President Cleveland does uot 
seem to note, nor does he even m ention the 
S-Vi.CW,000 that were collected in 1 SSI from this 
single article of sugar. 
He sees no danger lo 
onr increasing supply from this source, but he 
does find in raisins and wool, beans, figs, olive 
oil. lumber, Is,rax, salt, quicksilver, mu-.tard 
and other articles produced in California, a 
great danger to the surplus.

cap ital: we see it m the beautiful orchards cov- ! 
errog 150,000 aeres o f California soil, and which i 
produce better and more fruit than any other I 
like number o f aeres o f orchard anywhere else ¡ 
in the w orld: we see It in our flocks'of sheep, in * 
our herds o f cattle, in oar broad and waving 
grain fields ; wc see it in our forests of timber ’ 
and in our m ines of gold; and. above all, we 
sec it in th e rewards ot labor and in the com- ; 
forts o f onr American homes. 
But where will be the surplus when you en- ! 
danger these industries .' Oi course our jjeople • 
will continue to work, lor they must work or , 
starve, but where will the surplus g o I answer . 
to England, to continental Europe, to China, to ' 
any land but this. 
indeed, if the President gave half the atten­ 
tion to building up American industries as lie 
docs to partisan politics our country would la- 
vastly better off. 
More than SO per cent, of the value of all 
American ¡.rodurts is in labor: aud our home 
m arket is the sures!, the safest and the best 
m arket in the world. America consumes over 
So percent, of all the products of the American 
people. We cannot live as Europeans do, for 
our mude of life is different irom other peoples. 
The home life of Americans is one of comfort. 
Onr clothing and food are better, the ednca- 


CUF.AP LABOR OF THE SOt'TH. 
It is true that in the Southern and Democratic 
States of the Union, labor is cheap; the ¡ill,or 
question would not be severely affected there. 
The average prices of unskilled labor in the old 
Southern States is only from 88 to S12 a month, 
while the average prices ol the same class in the 
Northern or Republican States is from i l l to *30 
a.monHi. The south is for free trade, the Ñonli 
ia for protection, aud this is the result ou the 
labor market. 
But the Democracy tell us w hat splendid 
wages are paid for labor in Europe, th at the 
buying capacity of money is greater there than 
here; that people live there more cheaply thau 
they do here. 
In a w ord, this canvass is all 
European on the one side, aud all Americau ou 
theother. Right or wrong let us be for America; 
but we are right. 
Is it wise to degrade the 
millions of the American people who work for 
the benefit of the few who need no protection ? 
Should we make it impossible for the po ir men 
of America who toil with their hands to aspire 
to anything bej'ond the lines of labor and the 
paths of want ? shall there be a class distinction 
iu this free land? shall labor be m ade (Inhonor­ 
able and the laborer dishonored? Can tills re­ 
public beloug m aintained unless the necessities 
of the j)oor and the wants of the m anyare 
guarded ? You cannot perpetuate liberty, make 
property secure, fit the masses oi men" for the 
high duties of their American citizenship aud 
at the same time place your laboring classes ou 
a par with European and Asiatic labor. 
It is worse than cruelty to tell the American 
who works for his bread tbat if be will live as 
Europeans and Chinamen do, he can work as 
cheaply. No American ought to or will live that 
way. 
DEMOCRATIC REFORM. 
Four years ago we were promised Cleveland 
and reform. 
We got Cleveland. 
This year 
we arc promised tariff reform, und wc get free 
trade. Think of the reforms that are being 
worked out in the Democratic, party of San 
Francisco, and by the Democrats of New York 
city. The Grand Jury of both eitie? have de­ 
clared iu the most solemn m aim er that the cor- 
rujdion amo- g the Dcrooeratic office-holders of 
those cities is unparalle ed anywhere else in the 
Republic', it is ebarged and not denied that 
junes are tam p-red with; tlie decrees of Conns 
sold in the m arket: public jKisilions farmed out 
for a share of the profits: that taxation is only 
lim ited by the people's ability ts pay; nud in a 
word, every right that a freeman values is tram- 
F 
led into the dust, aud all for reform. These are 
•emocratic communities; you note Ihe result. 
Aud now these same reformers want to give us 
free trade. They forget, if this is done, there 
will be nothing left. 
We arc not compelled to rely upon the pos­ 
sible effect of the Democratic tree trade policy 
on American industries to realize the result. 
We need but point to the present Democratic ad- 
mini itration as an example. The frequent as­ 
saults and constant menace made upon tlie in­ 
dustries of the country have already frightened 
capital from new investments and imperilled 
investments already made. 
EFFECT OF MIL CLEVELAND'S POLICY. 
To illustrate the effect of Mr. Cleveland's 
policy upon American industries, I quote from 
ihe "U nited States Treasurer’s Report on Com­ 
merce and Navigation of 1S87,” where itajipears 
Ihe combined imports and experts of the couu­ 
try from IS 9 to 1887 are as follows ;

On the Chinese question I have i his to say: I 
challenge any tnau in point to a single act of 
either Mr. Cleveland or ol tlie Democratic IIou e 
ot Representatives during hi* administration 
that lias even tended io restrii t Chinese immi­ 
gration, except the pa age of the Senate hill 
and the adoption of the recent treaty (though 
not yet confirmed by the Chinese tiovonm of :, 
all of which was done siucethe canvass ojxued. 
It is true, as we have liefore stated. Mr. Cleve­ 
land recommended to Congress, and the Gov­ 
ernm ent has to pay pursuant to that recom­ 
mendation, $247,090 to China for Ihe thirteen 
Chinese killed iu the riot in Wvoxniug: a th u ^ 
without precedent either in tne history of our 
own or any other nation. How he got just that 
am ount ha¿ never been explained. 
Tne Republican Henatc lor the last eight years 
h.i8 inspired and passed all the restrictive Acte 
wuieli have been passed by Congress, and two 
years ago they passed an anti-Chinese Act of 
the most restrictive character, which the Demo­ 
cratic House of Representatives pigeon-holed, 
and from which wc have heard no tiling. The 
fact is, there has been no time in the history of 
the present Administration when we have re- 
e< ivtd the slightest encouragement on the ques­ 
tion of Chinese restriction. 
WHAT H BEST FOR AMERICA. 
It lias been said that in the providences of 
God there shall be a survival of the fittest; that 
nations like men have their youth, manhood 
and old age; that those nations th at live the 
I longe st aud prosper greatest guard with a most 
i jealous eye the wants of the people; that good 
and wholesome laws make a good aud law-abid­ 
ing citizens, aud that all laws should be so made 
as to do the greatest good to the greatest Dum­ 
ber. 
- 
Since the days when Socrates taught the 
Athenian youths in the streets of Athens until 
now. the good and great men of all nations have 
taught and pratioed these lessons. 
W hat, then, is best for the toiling millions of 
our own country to-day : what will most benefit 
them as bread-winners? Is the cheap labor of 
(he old mon arch iai countries advantageous in 
this 
free country? 
Is it wise to im itate 
those 
foreign 
peoples, 
adopt 
their 
cus­ 
toms aud 
follow their examples? Indeed, 
is it possible in America 
to 
have Euro­ 
pean 
cheap 
products 
without bearing at 
the same time all the hardships and all the 
burthens they bear? Can yon change the pur­ 
suits of millions of people, teach them new 
trades and direct them 111 new lesions of politi­ 
cal and social economy, without bringing < n a 
tlnuncial crisis that will carry ruin to a vast 
num ber of our countrymen 7 And when accom­ 
plished, w hat have you gained ? 
GEN4RAI. HARRISON.

While in California the total vote cast for the 
Fix Congressmen for the same year in the six 
Congresdonal districts was 191,167 votes.

If it should turn out to be true, as is 
now reported, th at the Chinese G overn­ 
m ent has rejected the Cleveland-Bayard 
treaty, th e country will have nothing to 
regret. 
A ll the vitality there was in the 
treaty dwelt in the amendm ents the U nited 
States Senate forced upon th e adm inistra­ 
tion, and in these amendm ents the Im p o 
rial Governm ent is said to find th e chfc-f 
objections it presents to the treaty. 
T his 
is a hopeful sign, it clears the almos^dierc 
very much and lets us look in upon the 
real policy of the Chinese G overnm ent, 
I t indicates that it is not nearly so-disposed 
to obstrnct the em igration of its subjects 
as we have been led to believe. 
15ut even 
w ith the Senate amendments to th e Bayard- 
Clevel3nd treaty, so long as there remained 
th e wife, or family, and the property 
clauses, the compact wns of little value. 
I t would be impossible to find a Chinam an 
going home who would n o t take the neces­ 
sary oath th at he would leave behind him 
in California $1,000o f solvent debts due 
him , or property to th a t value, or a wife or 
child for whose support it was necessary 
he should provide. 
Recent developments in San Francisco 
have shown anew th a t th e Chinese com­ 
m it perjury in the defeat of th e restriction 
laws w ith the utmost nonchalance, and as 
if devoid of any conscience in th e m at­ 
ter. 
T he strange th in g is th at none of 
them 
are 
arrested 
and punSfced 
for 
th e ir 
perjury. 
T h e 
officials 
know 
th a t the m ajority of those dem anding 
admission as “ p rior residents,1’ support 
th eir claims by th e most outrageous false 
swearing, the proofs of which £re undeni­ 
able, and if nine-tenths weaker, would still 
lie sufficient to convict of th e -crime. 
If C hina has rejected the treaty it will 
give the new Republican Adm inistration, 
w hen it comes in next M arch opportunity 
to try its hand in adjusting th e Chinese 
question to the needs of th e country. 
T hat it will be able to do sc is unquestion­ 
able ; the party never yet failed to face 
any great question w ith courage, or to take 
th e rig h t side, nor will it fail in this case. 
It may be th at th e Democracy will he suf­ 
ficiently frightened by the near approach 
of a political judgm ent, to consent to the 
M itchell bill, p rovidingior total exclusion 
of all Chinese except those who coma ac­ 
credited by th e Im perial G overnm ent as 
its agents and messengers.

O ld S ol G e ttin g in S o m e H o t W o rk —T h e 
T e m p e r a tu r e Y e s te rd a y . 
The Signal Service reports show that 
August gave more days on which the ther­ 
mometer was above 90° than was ever be­ 
fore recorded by the Signal Service. The 
average number of days during the past 
eleven years was 12—the greatest number 
being 18, in 1885, and the least 5, in 1881- 
while August of this year gave 23, or 11 
more than the average in many years, 
being 8 more than August, 1885, and 18 
more than August, 1881. 
September came 
in with a raging temperature, it having 
reached 103.5° on Saturday, the highest 
ever recorded by the Signal Service in 
eleven years. The record stands for Sep­ 
tember as 100° in 1882, 101° in 1883 and 
100° twice in 1887, while the 1st of Septem­ 
ber this year bears off the palm by reach­ 
ing 104°, and the second day 102°. It can 
truthfully be said that the four seasons of 
3888 have been the most singular that have 
occurred here in forty years. The winter 
of 1887-88 gave us the lowest temperature— 
19°; the spring of 1888 gave the highest 
temperature ever recorded in April—89°; 
the summer the hottest ever knowD, with 
the highest temperature—108°, and the 
fall

ever known — 104°, and what

in

wet or dry seasons for the one now advanc­ 
ing, we are unable to say. The average 
number of days on which the temperature 
was recorded above 90° for the summer 
season during the past ten years is 28; the 
greatest number being 38 in the summer of 
1870, and the least 12, during the summer 
of 1880, while the summer (1888) just past 
gave 40, being 12 mora than the average, 
and 2 more than the greatest number in 
1879, and 28 more than the summer of 
1880, which gave the smallest cumber of 
days in ten years (12); we have, therefore, 
had during the year 1888, so far, the coldest 
winter, warmest spring and hottest summer 
ever before known, and the hottest Septem­ 
ber on record. The highest and lowest 
temperature on Saturday was 104° and 62°. 
The average was 82°, being 9° warmer tban 
the normal for that day. The highest and 
lowest temperature yesterday was 102° and 
61°. The average was 78°, being 6° warmer 
than the norma! for that day. This is the 
first time in the past eleven years that 
two days in succession during September 
the temperature reached 100°; the 1st, Sat­ 
urday, was 104° and yesterday 102°. Old 
Sol appears to be getting in his work in tbe 
Sacramento valley tuis year with a venge­ 
ance. He appears to be competing with 
the great Mojave Desert, or with the heated 
plains of Arizona or Jericho.

GRAPE GROWERS. 


A M o th e r D e s e rts H e r L ittle O n e s o n th e 
S tr e e t. 
Some months ago a well-known citizen 
was drowned in the river in front of the 
city, and his death has always been looked 
upon as a suicide. His widow has made 
herself quite conspicuous on certain occa­ 
sions. Rumor has it that she has not 
always behaved herself as she should, and 
some weeks ago she, it is alleged, was pre­ 
vented by Chief Lee from shooting a well- 
known young man in this city on K street, 
near Fifth. Notwithstanding the fact that 
she has several fatherless children to look 
after, she seems to neglect them, and her 
general conduct, it is said, is to disgrace 
them. Saturday night she drove into town 
from her ranch, which is some three miles 
beyond the city limits, having in the buggy 
with 
her two 
of her children, the 
oldest about eleven years. She lied the 
horse at Eighth and ,f streets about 9 
o’clock and left the children in the bnggv. 
At midnight the children were crying for 
their mamma, and the neighbors", taking 
pity on the little ones, took them to the 
Windsor Hotel and put them to bed, where 
they cried themselves to sleep. The horse 
was taken to the stable about 12:30 a. m. 
The woman, accompmied by two men, 
whose names are suppressed on account of 
their family connections, come up Eighth 
street from the direction of the Clunie 
building. She began a search for her chil­ 
dren and buegy. When they were found 
she started for home, one of the men re­ 
ferred to going off in the buggy with her. 
The matter attracted considerable attention, 
and quite a crowd gathered around to see 
the woman that would so shamefully for­ 
sake her offspring for the society of men. 


ANOTHER* VIuVlM. 


T h e S a c ra m e n to B u y s W ill S w im in th e 
T r e a c h e r o u s R iv e r. 
Hardly a week goes by that some boy or 
man is not drowned in the Sacramento 
river. The number of boys that have been 
drowned this season is quite large/and it 
would seem that after so many have lost 
their lives in that treacherous 
stream 
that children would not only stay out 
of 
its 
dangerous current, 
but 
that 
parents would keep them away from 
it. Last Saturday George Henry Stone, a 
boy 12 years and 6 months of age. went 
bathing in the river with a number of other 
lads about his own age a short distance above 
the Yolo bridge. There are holes in the 
river, and he got into one where the water 
is eighteen or twenty feet deep, and being 
unable to swim was drowned, the other 
boys being nnable to render him any assist­ 
ance. Yesterday afternoon his body was 
recovered where he sank and taken to tbe 
residence of the heart-broken parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. William H. Stone, F and G, Sixsh 
and Seventh streets. George was a twin 
son, bright, intelligent, a well-behaved lad, 
the pet of the immediate neighborhood, 
and was employed at the new cannery. The 
funeral will take place at 4 p. m. to day 
from the undertaking rooms of 1. Frank 
Clark, on Fourth street. 


T h e y H o ld A n o th e r M e e tin g - T h e y S tilt 
H o ld O u t A g a in s t t h e W in e rie s. 
The growers met at Granger's Hall at 1 
p. M. Saturday, Dr. Manlove in tbe chair. 
David Reese, of Florin, who was sent to 
San Francisco by the association to inter­ 
view the winemakers, especially the Ital­ 
ians in that city, made a verbal report. He 
said he went to San Francisco lastTuesday, 
and on the afternoon of that day inter­ 
viewed the various commission merchants. 
They were willing and very anxions to 
handle tbe grapes of this section on com­ 
mission and each one thought he could 
handle all that could be sent him, but they 
could not say anything as to price. We 
could send them our grapes and they 
would dispose of them to the best ad­ 
vantage possible. Onesti & Co. said tbey 
could handle from 1,200 to 1,500 tons. 
They, however, would handle only on 
commission. 
Last year they contracted 
for grapes to come in eariuad lots and some 
of the vinevardists sent in as small as 160 
box lots to the car and the result was that 
they lost on the grapes. 
He saw some 
Zinfandels that bronghl$17 at the Bay. 
Bi- 
agga & Co. have handled 200 tons of Zinfan- 
dels this season,getting $17 per ton for them. 
They thought that the growers could re­ 
alize better prices for their grapes later in 
the season. He called to see H artz’hy, 
who is very anxious to buy 300 or 400 tons 
of Mission grapes to work" up over at Mad­ 
ison. He offets for Mission grapes $10 per 
ton, loaded on the cars at Florin. While 
he will give $10 for the Mission grapes in 
this county, be is giving only $S in Yolo 
county, claiming the Sacramento grapes are 
worth that much more. Mr. Reese also 
visited the wine-makers of Oakland and 
Alameda. They are not thoroughly iu the 
business yet; the grapes have ripened a 
month earlier than usual, 
Mr. Kerr, of Elk Grove, said his grapes 
were ready to pick : they were going back 
every day. He said his Zinfandeis had al­ 
ready dried np fully 30 per cent. 
Mr. Rontiersaid W tin stock A Lubin had 
telegraphed to one of the largest dried- 
grape dealers in London regarding the 
market and would have au answer by mail 
the latter part of this week. He said the 
wine-makers were not ready to buy y e t. 
they would set no price, and be thought 
nothing should be done for another week 
or ten days. 
After considerable discussion as to the 
best methods of drying grapes the meeting 
adjourned to 1 p. m. Saturday next.

The com­ 
pany of something over twenty colored 
people is a good one. Those who have 
seen ouly “modern” minstrelsy will be 
surprised at the absence of most that is 
common with “burnt cork” minstrels. 
Tbe truth Í9, that that style of negro 
minstreisy has wandered so far 
from 
the old original plantation reproduction 
as 
to 
be unrecognizable in

and 
unnaturalness. 
These 
colored men at Turner Hall come closely 
up to the old “ slavery days ” order of river 
boat-plnntation-corn-shucking-cotton-pick- 
ing melodies, antics and “ fun ” of the en­ 
slaved negro of the past. They have a 
quartet of phenomenal power ; "it is very 
eutertaining, and if not musically culti­ 
vated, is rich in voice and volume. The 
audiences seem to be tireless iu calling 
these singers to repetition of their songs, 
glees and jubilee music. There is a very 
bright juvenile in the company, a good 
singer, a skillful acrobat, a drum-major of 
lightning-like activity, two old men actors 
that come nplike the old-time grandfathers 
of a Georgia plantation of the past, so near 
to reality do they bring their characteriza­ 
tion. It.is. on the whole, a very intertain- 
ing minstrel company, and the closer they 
stick to the plantation style the better they 
will be.

The fire yesterday is supposed to have 
been kindled by a tramp whom the family 
had refnsed io give a glass of beer. He was 
seen to emerge from tbe barn a few moments 
before tbe fire was discovered.
